Next weekend will be filled 


with recreation and, if things 
run true to form, tragedy. The 
traffic toll is repeated through- 
out the holiday period of a 
Fourth of July, but we are not 
so conscious of other causes of 
accidents, perhaps, as we should 
be. 


Knowing beforehand how to 


cope with a crisis can be life- 
saving, and this is especially 
true around water, for the pri- 
mary cause of drowning is pa- 
nic. The logical conclusion is to 
teach everyone in your family 
how to swim or have someone 
else teach them. 


Now, 
suppose someone told 


you that your entire family, af- 
ter practicing a few hours, could 
become such skilled swimmers 
that it would be almost imposs- 
ible for them to drown—even if 
they were thrown, fully clothed, 
into the Atlantic 10 miles from 
shore? And if any or all of them 
can't swim a stroke to begin 
with? 


All this sounds incredible, but 


according to an article in "Fam- 
ily Safety," a publication distri- 
buted by Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Company, it is not incred- 
ible at all. Fred R. Lanoue, pro- 
fessor of physical education and 
head swimming coach at Geor- 
gia Institute of Technology, has 
originated a method of survival 
floating which he calls "drown- 
proofing." 


Anyone—man, woman, child 


(except a person seriously dis- 
abled) — can be "drownproof- 
ed." He can learn to stay afloat 
for hours with little effort in 
high waves and even though suf- 
fering a cramp or injury. The 
only people who would not bene- 
fit by drownproofing would be 
those who are pinned under wa- 
ter, dazed, or unconscious, or 
so badly injured that they are to- 
tally incapacitated. Drownproof- 
ing, pure and simple, is a me- 
thod of saving yourself in water 
under the most adverse condi- 
tions. 


When dealing with the saving 


of lives, instuctions should be 
given by well-qualified people. 
For that reason, you will not 
find details of drownproofing in 
these paragraphs. Suffice it to 
say here that the essential idea 
of drownproofing is not to try 
to keep your head above water 
constantly. Many people have 
grown panicky in a crisis and 
have drowned because of fatigue 
resulting from the struggle to 
hold the head—which weighs 
about 15 pounds—above the wa- 
ter. It's far less tiring to keep 
the head submerged part of the
